They Must Agree to a Tariff of One | 


Cent a Pound for Three Years, With 
Free Sugar After That, or the Com- 


modity May Go on Free List at Once. 


Washington, April 
5.—The Demo­ 
cratic tariff revision bill is completed 
with the exception of a final decision 
upon the sugar tariff. From beginning 
to end It is a measure modeled in ac­ 
cord with the ideas of President Wil­ 
son, with wool, meat and many other 
foodstuffs and clothing materials on 
the free list; with low duties upon all 
agricultural products and foodstuffs 
that are not free; and with the tariff 
on chemical, steel and other commer­ 
cial products cut far below the pres­ 
ent protective* rates. 
The senate tariff leaders ask ed for 
an opportunity to study the bill until 
Sunday afternoon. 
They 
will then 
confer with Chairman I ’uderwood of 
the house committee on ways and 
m eans and later will have a final con­ 
ference 
with President 
Wilson. 
A 
careful analysis of the senate will be 
m ade in the meantime to determine 
w hether free wool, "l-cent sugar" and 
low rates on "m ark et bask et” prod­ 
ucts will prove acceptable to a ma­ 
jority of the Democrats. 
Briefly summarized the tnriff de­ 
velopments were: 
President Wilson’s ultimatum to su­ 
gar Interests that they must agree to 
a tariff of 1 cent per pound for three 
years, with free sugar after that time, 
or he would attem pt to procure froe 
sugar at once. 


Sugar May Go on 
Free List. 
The bill was completed by the ways 
and means committee, with the excep­ 
tion of the sugar schedule. 
On this 
the committee is prepared to agree on 
free sugar if the president insists. 
Income tax rates are fixed at 1 per 
cent for all corporation incomes above 
$5,000; 1 per cent 
on personal in­ 
come-« from $4.000 to $20,U0o; 2 per 
cent from $20,000 to $50,000; 3 per 
cent from $50,000 to $100,000; 4 per 
Cent above $100,000. 
The president submitted Ills pro­ 
posal on the sugar tariff to Represen­ 
tative Broussard of Louisiana. 
I*ou- 
Isiana senators 
and 
representatives 
conferred and sounded out other mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
senate 
to 
determine 
w hether 
enough strength could 
be 
procured to fight the free sugar fea­ 
tures of tho plan. 
They reached 
110 
decision, however, as to the course 
they would tak e. 
Notwithstanding the sugar contro­ 
versy events so shaped themselves 
as to indicate that the house, the seu- 
ate and the president will come to a 
definite and final agreement upon the 
tariff bill before Monday and that the 
m easure will 
be 
presented 
to 
the 
house early next week as an admin­ 
istration measure and with all tariff 
leaders behind it. 
Problems for Senators. 
After a short meeting of the Demo­ 
cratic members of the finance commit­ 
tee 
Senators 
Simmons, Jam es 
anil 
Hughes called on Mr. T’nderwood and 
discussed the wool, augur and agricul­ 
tural tariffs. 
A demand from some 
quarters in the senate for an Increase 
in the agricultural duties and a doubt 
as to the success of both free wool 
and free sugar in the senate consti­ 
tute the problems over which senate 
leaders will work 
The house tariff mak ers have left 
m atters entirely in the hands of the 
president. 
Members of the senate 
finance 
committee 
declared 
there 
would be an ultimate agreement with 
the 
president 
over 
all 
contested 
points. 
It Is understood that unless 
the sugar compromise is accepted by 
the senators from the Southern states 
the finance committee probably will 
act on its own initiative and comply 
with President Wilson’s desires. 
The situation, as it has developed 
this week , is apparently a consumma­ 
tion of the plan laid out by the presi­ 
dent and the house and senate lead­ 
ers, to Tiring the executive department 
md both branches of congress into an 
agreem ent upon tariff revision before 
the new* bill leaves the custody of the 
com mittee that has drawn it.

Father of Waters May Have Effect of 


Preventing Free Outlet for the Ohio 


and This Appears the Most Danger­ 


ous Feature of Present Flood Situa­ 
tion Confronting Illinois Town. 


Cairo, 
111., 
April 
5.—Conditions 
throughout 
the 
Ohio 
river 
basin, 
weather and otherwise, as reported to 
the weather bureau, made it appear 
to the people here that the question 
as to whether the flood waters at this 
point are to be held within bounds 
will be 
decided within 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Certain of these condition« 
did not savor of encouragement for 
Cairo. 
With the crest of the flood only a 
short distance upstream rain was re­ 
ported as universal in the territory 
drained by the Ohio ami its tributaries. 
Only one Important river, the Wabash, 
was reported 
as falling. 
Both the 
Cumberland and Tennessee were said 
to be rising. 
In addition the Mississippi, which 
has been at low stage, is rising be­ 
tween Cairo and St. lx>uis. 
This fact 
Is look ed upon as possibly the most se­ 
rious of all, because the Ohio needs a 
free outlet to prevent a back up of 
waters on the levees here. 
A strong wind sprung up from the 
northwest and it was the prediction 
that it would continue. The river, now 
two miles or more wide at this point, 
was lashed into waves which washed 
hard against the reinforcement work 
on top of the levee wall. 


Water May Be Controlled. 
Ohesrver 
Lindsay’s 
forecast 
was 
that it was unlik ely that the flood 
waters would go higher than 55.5. This 
stage, it is thought, now can be con­ 
trolled 
Already seepage w ater stands up to 
the ground floor of several cabins near 
the north end of the levee, but its rise 
In prevented by the continuous work 
of l>ow’erful electrical pumps. 
With the crisis at hand here Mound 
City. 111., which has been momentarily 
threatened with an overflow, was for­ 
gotten for the time. 
Word from there 
Is to the effect that the levee is hold­ 
ing strong. 
Cairo received its first mail since 
Tuesday. 
It was brought in a boat 
from 
Mouci Ib, through the drainage 
district, the trip not being made with­ 
out adventure. The pilot of the launch 
carried a passenger whose weight was 
said to be more tliun 300 pounds. 
The passenger fell from the boat 
and would have drowned but for the 
fact that he was able to grasp a tele­ 
graph wire a few inches ont of the 
water. 
He was finally dragged aboard 
a cutter by naval reserves returning 
from Mounds with blank ets and tents.

gress was crowded with propositions 
to prevent anything lik e another pres­ 
idential assassination after McKinley 
was shot. 
The Slocum disaster tired 
n spirit of reform for the Improvement 
of steam boat service. 
The loss of the 
Titanic brought forth many proposed 
ocean safety suggestions. 
And what 
legislation Is there now on the statute 
l>ook s which would stop an assassin 
from k illing a president If he were will­ 
ing to give his life in the attem pt? An 
other Slocum could burn people to 
death as easily as the first. 
Another 
ocean liner speeding to mak e a record 
could strik e an Iceberg and go to the 
bottom of the sea. 
The great difficulty is that legisla­ 
tion cannot very well be enacted to 
meet unforeseen disasters. 
The pres­ 
ident cannot be k ept in a steel cage 
nor surrounded by a cordon of soldiers. 
Any steam er may burn or strik e a 
berg or derelict in mldocenn. 
le gis­ 
lation cannot reach these things. 


I m pound ing Flood W a t e r s . 
Already It lias been suggested that 
the way to prevent such disasters as 
Ohio and Indiana have experienced is 
by impounding Hood waters at the 
heads of streams. 
But think w hat sort

the havoc in those states.

Officers From Mondak Go to Construc­ 


tion Camp to Arrest Colored Man on 


Charge of Assault and 
Are Both 


Shot— Posse Captures Murderer and 


Places Him 
in Jail, 
Which Mob 
Break s Into and Lynching Follows. 


Mondak , Mont., April 5.—A sheriff 
and his deputy are dead and their 
negro slayer was hung to a telephone 
pole in this city. 
The k illing of Sheriff Thomas Court­ 
ney occurred at the camp of the Fnion 
Bridge 
and 
Construction 
company, 
about three miles west of here. Deputy 
Sheriff Richard IJurgmeister, wound­ 
ed five times by J. C. Collins, the 
crazed negro, died in a hospital at 
Williston, N. D„ just across the state 
line. 
Collins, 
who is 
about thirty-four 
years old, came here two months ago 
to enter the employ of the construc­ 
tion company, which is erecting a 
bridge over the Missouri river for the 
Great Northern railroad. 
The negro 
was staying with another colored man, 
who recently sold his shack to a third 
negro named Patterson. 
W hen Patterson arrived at the camp 
to claim his property Collins assaulted 
P atterson’s wife with his fists. 
Pat­ 
terson returned to Mondak and swore 
out 
a warrant for 
Collins. 
Sheriff 
Courtney and 
Deputy Sheriff Burg- 
meister of Sheridan county 
arrived 
here and sworo in E. P. Wilson of this 
city as deputy. 


Negro Disarms Deputy. 


The men w*ent to the construction 
company camp. 
Wilson entered the 
office of the company and inquired if 
the negro was there. 
Hardly had he 
uttered the words than Collins sprang 
from behind the door aud disarmed 
the deputy. 
Leaving Wilson in the office he hur­ 
ried iuto the open, rm*eting the sher­ 
iff. He fired at Courtney twice. Court­ 
ney 
died 
instantly. 
Then 
Collins 
turned the weapon on Deputy Burg- 
meiater, firing live shots into his body. 
The wounded man was hurried to a 
: hospital in Williston, where he died. 
After the double shooting Collins 
j took the weapons of both men and 
sought hiding In the brush. 
A posse 
of Mondak citizens armed themselves 
and started in pursuit. 
Surrounded 
the negro was driven to give himself 
up. 
When brought to Mondak , lynching 
was threatened, but cooler heads suc­ 
ceeded in getting him lodged in jail. 
A short time later a mob of angry 
men brok e into the jail and obtained 
possession of the prisoner. 
Tak ing 
him to a telephone pole they hung 
him und then set tire to his clothing.

Balance of Tariff Bill Ready for 


House Action. 


WILSON ISSUES ULTIMATUM 


President 
Notifies 
Sugar 
Interests 


They Must Agree to a T ariff of One 


Cent a Pound for Three Years, W ith 


Free Sugar A fter That, or the Com­ 


modity May Go on Free List at Once. 


Washington. April 
5.— The Demo­ 
cratic tariff revision bill Is completed 
with the exception of a final decision 
upon the sugar tariff. 
From beginning 
to end It is a measure modeled In ac­ 
cord with the ideas of President W il­ 
son, with wool, meat and many other 
foodstuffs and clothing materials on 
the free list; with low duties upon all 
agricultural 
products and 
foodstuffs 
* that are not free; anti with the tariff 
on chemical, steel and other commer­ 
cial products cut far below the pres­ 
ent protective rates. 
The senate tariff leaders asked for 
an opportunity to study the bill until 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
They 
will 
then 
confer with Chairm an Underwood of 
the house committee on ways and 
means and later will have a final con- I 
ference 
with 
President 
Wilson. 
A 
careful analysis of the senate will be I 
made in the meantime to determine 
whether free w’ool. “ l-cent sugar” and 
low rates on "m arket basket” prod­ 
ucts will prove acceptable to a ma­ 
jority of the Democrats. 
Briefly 
summarized 
the tariff de­ 
velopments were: 
President W ilson's ultimatum to su­ 
gar interests that they must agree to 
a tarifT of I cent per pound for three 
years, with free sugar after that time, 
or he would attempt to procure free 
sugar at once. 


Sugar May Go on Free List. 


The bill was completed by the ways 
end means committee, with the excep­ 
tion of the sugar schedule. 
On this 
the committee is prepared to agree on 
free sugar if the president insists. 
Income tax rates are fixed at I ppr 
cent for all corporation Incomes above 
$5,000; 
I per cent 
on personal In­ 
come* from 14,000 to $20,000; 2 per 
cent from $20,000 to $50,000; ii per 
cent from $50,000 to $100,000; 4 per 
Cent above $100,000. 
The president 
submitted his pro­ 
posal on the sugar tariff to Represen­ 
tative Broussard of Louisiana. 
lo u ­ 
isiana senators 
and 
representatives 
conferred and sounded out other mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
senate 
to 
determine 
whether 
enough strength could 
be 
procured to fight the free sugar fea­ 
tures of the plan. 
They reached no 
decision, however, as to tho course 
they would take. 
Notwithstanding the sugar contro­ 
versy events so shaped themselves 
as to indicate that the house, the sen­ 
ate and the. president w ill come to a 
definite and final agreement upon the 
tariff bill before Monday and that the 
measure w ill 
be 
presented 
to 
the 
house early next week as an admin­ 
istration measure and with all tariff 
leaders behind it. 


Problems for Senators. 


After a short meeting of the Demo­ 
cratic members of the finance commit­ 
tee 
Senators 
Simmons, Jam es 
and 
Hughes called on Mr. Underwood and 
discussed the wool, sugar and agricul­ 
tural tariffs. 
A demand from some 
quarters in the senate for an increase 
in the agricultural duties and a doubt 
as to the success of both free wool 
and free sugar in the senate consti­ 
tute the problems over which senate 
leaders will work. 
The house tariff makers have left 
matters entirely in the hands of the 
president. 
Members 
of 
the 
senate 
finance 
committee 
declared 
there 
would be an ultimate agreement with 
the 
president 
over 
all 
contested 
points. 
It is understood that unless 
the sugar compromise is accepted by 
the senators from the Southern states 
the finance committee probably will 
act on its own initiative and comply 
with President W ilso n ’s desires. 
The situation, as it has developed 
this week, Is apparently a consumma­ 
tion of the plan laid out by the presi­ 
dent and the house and senate lead­ 
ers, to bring the executive department 
and both branches of congress into an 
agreement upon tariff revision before 
the new hill leaves the custody of the 
committee that has drawn it.

would be no important matters unset­ 
tled when the bill is introduced in 
the house.

Only one important river, the Wabash, 
was reported 
as falling. 
Both the 
Cumberland and Tennessee were said 
to be rising. 
In addition the Mississippi, which 
has been at low stage, is rising be­ 
tween Cairo and St. Ix>uis. 
This fact 
is looked upon as possibly the most se­ 
rious of all, because the Ohio needs a 
free outlet to prevent a back up of 
waters on the levees here. 
A strong wind sprung up from the 
northwest and it was the prediction 
that it would continue. The river, now 
two miles or more wide at this point, 
was lashed into waves which washed 
hard against the reinforcement work 
on top of the levee wall. 


W ater May Be Controlled. 


Obesrver 
Lind«®y’s 
forecast 
was 
that it was unlikely that the flood j 
waters would go higher than 55.5. This 
stage, it is thought, now can be con- | 
trolled 
Already seepage water stands up to 
the ground floor of several cabins near 
the north end of the levee, but its rise 
is prevented by the continuous work 
of powerful electrical pumps. 
W ith the crisis at hand here Mound 
City. IIL, which has been momentarily 
threatened with an overflow, was for­ 
gotten for the time. 
Word from there 
is to the effect that the levee is hold- 
lug strong. 
Cairo received its first mall since 
Tuesday. 
It was brought in a boat 
from Mounds, through the drainage 
district, the trip not being made with- 
out adventure. The pilot of the launch 
carried a passenger whose weight was 
said to be more than 300 pounds. 
The passenger fell from the boat 
and would hnve drowned but for the 
fact that he w-as able to grasp a tele­ 
graph wire a few’ inches ont of the 
water. 
He w as finally dragged aboard 
a cutter by naval reserves returning 
from Mounds with blankets and tent?.

Constitutional Amendment May Go Be­ 
fore People Again. 


St. Paul, April 5.— The senate again 
voted to submit to Din people at the 
next election the proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment limiting representa­ 
tion in the senate from any one coun­ 
ty to seven senators. 
This was turned 
down by the voters at the last elec­ 
tion. 
The bill went through the sen- 
I ate by a vote of 33 to 25 and w ill now 
1 go to the house. 
W ith many votes to spare the house 
passed the bill by Ernest Lundeen and 
Victor Sundberg regulating and licens­ 
ing public dance halls. 
The measure 
gives local police authorities compre­ 
hensive powers in dealing with such 
places. 
The sale of liquor in dance 
halls Is forbidden and the bill pro­ 
hibits the location of rooming houses 
In the same building with dance halls. 
Local governing bodies are given au­ 
thority to 
prescribe license 
regula­ 
tions. 
Representative A. C. Finke’s day­ 
light closing bill was defeated in the 
house by a vote of GO to 52. 
Recon­ 
sideration of the measure likewise was 
voted down and the bill cannot be 
brought np again at this session in 
the lower branch. 
The Lindberg temperance bill pro­ 
hibiting the soliciting of liquor orders 
in 
unlicensed

A fter every great disaster comes a 
flood of congressional "Cures.” 
Con­ 
gress was crowded with propositions 
to prevent anything like another pres 
idential assassination after M cKinley 
was shot. 
The Slocum disaster fired 
a spirit of reform for the improvement 
of steamboat service. 
The loss of the 
Titanic brought forth many proposed 
ocean safety suggestions. 
And what 
legislation is there now on the statute 
Ik>oka which would stop an assassin 
from killing a president lf he were w ill­ 
ing to give his life In the attem pt? An 
other Slocum 
could burn people to 
death as easily as tho first. 
Another 
ocean liner speeding to make a record 
could strike an lcel>crg and go to the 
bottom of the sea. 
The groat difficulty is that legisla­ 
tion cannot very well be enacted to 
meet unforeseen disasters. 
The pres­ 
ident cannot be kept in a steel cage 
nor surrounded by a cordon of soldiers. 
Any steamer may burn or strike a 
berg or derelict in mldocenn. 
Legis­ 
lation cannot reach these tilings. 


Impounding Flood Waters. 
Already it has ts*en suggested that 
the w ay to prevent Nuob disasters as 
Ohio aud Indiana have experienced is 
by Impounding flood 
waters at the 
heads of streams. 
But think what sort 
of lake or lakes would be created in 
that low. level region should great res­ 
ervoirs be constructed 
which 
would 
hold such torrential rains as created 
the havoc in those states. 
Then sup­ 
pose after such storms those reservoirs 
should break. 
The disaster woald be 
greater and 
more 
widespread 
than 
even those of last week. 
Another seri­ 
ous problem is that the national gov­ 
ernment 
has 
no 
control, over 
the 
streams or the lands affected by tho,e 
floods save in the big rivers which are 
navigable. 
Although congress w ill be 
flooded with bills on the subject, it Is 
not likely that effective legislation will 
result.

Mondak, Mont., April 5.— A sheriff 
and his deputy are dead and their 
negro slayer was hung to a telephone 
pole In this city. 
The killing of Sheriff Thomas Court­ 
ney occurred at the camp of the Pnlon 
Rridge 
and 
Construction 
company, 
about three miles west of here. Deputy 


Sheriff Richard Burgm eisfer, wound­ 
ed five times by J. C. Collins, the 
craztnl negro, died in a hospital at 
W illiston, N. IL, just across the state 
line. 
Collins, 
who 
is 
about thirty-four 
years old, came here two months ago 
to enter tile employ of the construc­ 
tion company, which 
Is erecting a 
bridge over the Missouri river for the 
Great Northern railroad. 
The negro 
was staying with another colored man, 
who recently sold his shack to a third 
negro named Patterson. 
W hen Patterson arrived at the camp 
to claim his property Collins assaulted 
Patterson’* wife with his fists. 
Pat­ 
terson returned to Mondak und swore 
out 
a warrant for 
Collins. 
Sheriff 
Courtney and 
Deputy 
Sheriff Burg- 
moister of Sheridan county 
arrived 
here and swore in E. P . W ilson of this 
city as deputy. 


Negro Disarms Deputy, 


The men went to the construction 
company camp. 
W ilson entered the 
office of the company and inquired if 
the negro was there. 
H ardly had he 
littered the words than Collins sprang 
from behind the door aud disarmed 
the deputy. 
Leaving W ilson In the office he hur­ 
ried Into the open, meeting the sher­ 
iff. 
He flr**d at Courtney tw ice. Court­ 
ney 
died 
instantly. 
Then 
Collins 
turned the weapon on Deputy Burg- 
meiater, firing live shots into his body. 
The wounded man was hurried to a 
hospital in W illiston, where he died. 
After the double shooting Collins 
took the weapons of both men and 
sought hiding in the brush. 
A posse 
of Mondak citizens armed themselves 
and started in pursuit. 
Surrounded 
the negro was driven to give himself 
up. 
W hen brought to Mondak, lynching 
waB threatened, but cooler heads suc­ 
ceeded In getting him lodged in jail. 
A short time later a mob of angry 
men broke into the jail and obtained 
possession of the prisoner. 
Taking 
him to a telephone pole they hung 
him and then set fire to his clothing.

Light for Spearing Fish—New 
Law is Now in Force 
Under the 
provisions 
of a law 
passed by the legislature now in 
Bion and signed by the governor it 
will be unlaw ful from this time on to 
use any .kind of a light, except day­ 
light, to assist in taking fish with a 
spear as in the past. 
The local game 
warden and all wardens in the state 
are being notified of the provisions 
of the new measure and instructed to 
see th at its provisions are fully car­ 
ried out. 
The season is just at hand 
for spearing fish in the creeks and 
at the outlets of stream s and in the 
years gone by torches, gasoline lamps, 
lanterns with reflectors, fires on the 
shore, and fires in a jack at the front 
end of a boat have been pressed into 
service to enable the fishermen to 
take the fish by spear as they were 
running up the stream s 
to 
their 
spawning beds In the spring of the 
>ear, and as pickerel and rougn fish 
did not come under the protected list 
the catch at this season has been 
enormous. 
The spearing of fish at 
night which can only be done with 
the assistance of an artificial light 
with any degree of satisfaction has 
enabled many a poacher to take tao 
protected fish, such as pike and bass, 
and to evade the watchful eye of the 
game wardens and It is for this rea­ 
son th at this law has been passed. 
Those wno have been in the habit of 
going out and getting a wagon load 
of fish with a spear and a light at 
night, including anything and every­ 
thing th a t happened to come along
